John (red), pretending to give his en- 
tire fortune, instead of only a part there- 
of, and being struck with death for false- 
hood. His wife (on the left in blue gar- 
ment) coming later and practising the 
same deceit, received the same punish- 
ment. This scene is represented as tak- 
ing place at the gates of the Temple of 
Jerusalem. Mendicants are represented 
as being supplied with alms and being 
healed of disease. The two coats of 
arms woven in the tapestries, represent a 
"Crozier," showing they were intended 
for a Bishopric, or Abbey — the latter in 
some cases having the right to carry the 
Crozier. Translation of the latin in Car- 
touche : "He who will deceive God by 
falsehood will expose himself to judg- 
ment." Leynier undoubtedly received his 
inspiration from the cartoons of Raph- 
ael, who, at the request of Leon X., de- 
signed ten religious subjects, two of 
which portray these scenes of sacred his- 
tory. 18.8x9.3.

of Versailles. It is of the finest hard 
paste porcelain, and of the most perfect 
proportions and purity of style. It cop- 
ies in form and color the vases of the best 
Etruscan period, that of the Third Cen- 
tury B. C. In subject the design repre- 
sents a warrior mounted in his chariot, 
drawn by four flying coursers. The war- 
rior has the features of Napoleon. Up- 
on the chariot is the inscription "Bataille 
d' Austerlitz," and upon the shield of an 
attending angel one reads, "Veni, Vidi, 
Vici." Upon the reverse is the noble 
French eagle, with broadly spreading 
wings. The vase stands upon a 
carved wood pedestal, and is su- 
perbly mounted in gold bronzes, chis- 
eled and gilded by the famous 
Thomire. Sold on the 15th of 
November, 1889, at a secret sale by 
the administrators of the estate of Ver- 
sailles. It bore the number 357 on the 
catalogue of the inventory of the mu- 
seum. 



397 Rock Crystal Ship. Mounted in silver, gold,
